But to make this ſomewhar plainer , I will al- 
leage 2. examples: the one moderne in cafe of conſitleationz the other ancient, 
ae dad ſceme not ſo pertinent to this matrer, in regard it is a meere Apology, 
yer foralmuch as it freely cenſurerh'the quality of particular circumſtances; i: 
may giue great light to that which'we ſecke after. 190] 
- The moderne example is taken out of Guicherdin , from the warres which: 
Lewis the French King had with the Pope and the Venetians , concerning-the' 
ſtate of Ferrara and the Duchie of Milan: wherein rhere aroſe a controuerfie 
among the French capraines, whether it were better to go diretlie to ſecke the 
enemy,who albeit were lodged in a ſtrong and ſecure place, yet there was 
that with the virtue of armes'and importunitie of artillerie , might 

diſlodged and driuen to a retreir: or otherwiſe, to take the way ei Modi- 
na or Bolognia, that ſo the enemy for feare of looſing either of thoſe rownes, 
might quit their holde, and by that meanes Ferrara d bee freed from the 
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mer aduiſe: But Triuulce, a man of great authoritie and experience, hauing 
beene an executioner in 18, battailes , reaſoned thus in particulars to the con- 
trary.VVe debare (faith he) ro go ſeeke the enemy to fight with him; and I haue 
eine denryet 1 ob yg olde this Ad ne. a wo Not to attempt 
the forrune of abartel|, vnleſſe there becither an offer of an eſpeciall adwan- 
tage, or otherwiſe, compulſion by neceſfitic ."The rules of warre giue itro the 
enemy that is the inuader , and hathvndertaken the conqueſt of Ferrara, to 
ſeeketo aſlaile and charge vs; but to vs, to whom it is ſufficient to defende our 
ſelues, it cannot be but1mpertinent to vnderrake an aftion , to all di- 
re&ion and diſcipline of war. Tam of opinion, which is confirmed by euident 
reaſon, that there is no poſsibility ro execure thardeuiſe, but to our harmes 
and diſaduantage: for we cannot go totheir campe butby rhe ſide of a hill, a

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The Romans are ouerthrowen. 
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. of i Aces, ng inteſtine warres 
apparant in the generall viewe of their ſtate , yer as odious 
» andas diſhonourable to good gouernment. And if there were 
a true recorde of ſuch , as haue becne cither {laine or wounded within theſe 
fortie yeeres, cither inthis kingdome, or in France , or in Germanie, bythis 
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Neither is thete any lawe howe or harde focuer , that can giue re- 
lice to this diſorder, but the reſtraint will drawe on as great cnormirics, and as | 
vntolerable ina good gouernment . Rotaris king of the Lumbardes forbade 
| his ſubices this manner of combare; bur ſhortlie after , hee was conſtrai- 
ned to recall che edict, forthe auoiding of euils ; although hee pro- 
teſted the thing to bee both inhumane, and barbarous. Thelike edict was 
publiſhed in France by Philip the Faire , but was within two yeeres reuoked 
againe , at the inſtante requeſt of his ſubicRes , in regarde of the murthers 
and allaſinars committed in that kingdome . The onelic remedic, that 
I finde to take effeR inthis caſe, was tharof late rime, which the Prince of

VWherear we may well wonder 
howe it happeneth, that wee feele our ſelues ſo muchexaſperated arthere- 
proch of that vice, which we ſo ordinarilie commit; for in the cuſtome of theſe 
times to caſt ypon vs he lie , is the greateſt iniurie that wordes can doc vnto vs; 
and yet there is nothing more incur mouth. It may be aproperric in 
our nature , to ſtand chicfely in the defence of that corruption vnto whichwee' 
are moſt ſubie& : I ſpeake not this to qualifie the fouleneſic ofthis vice; for 1 
holde a licrto bee a in nature , onethat contemneth Godandfeareth 
man, as an ancient father ſairh; but to ſhew the crookedneſle of our difpofition 
in diſdaining to acknowledge thar faulr , which wee ſo commonlic commit. 
ButI would taine learne when honor firſt came to be meaſured with words|, for 
from the beginning it was not ſo. Czſar was oftcncalled to his face thecfe 
and dronkard, without any further macter; and the liberty of inuciues, which 
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
